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INTRODUCTION. 


IN the iſt chapter and 10th verſe of Paul's Second Epiſtle 


to the Theſſalonians it is written, When he ſhall come to 
«he glorified in his ſaints, and to be admired in all them that 
ce believe, becauſe our teſtimony (among you) was believed 
ce in that day.” The day predicted is arrived, and all thoſe 


that believe and love their redeeming Saviour have cauſe to 


rejoice. I have quoted ſeveral verſes from the Goſpels of 
Chriſt that agree with my Sabbath morning Viſion ; but if 
the reader believes not the teſtimony of the Apoſtles, how 


can he believe 1 in me? 


In the ad chapter of the Prophet Habakkuk, and in the 
ad and 3d verſes, you will find it written, © Write the vi-

c but at the end it ſhall ſpeak, and not lie: though it 
« . wait for it, becauſe it will ſurely come, it will not

The Viſion predicted in the above verſe is the Viſion I 
had from the Lord Almighty, and which I have laid down 
ſo plain and clear, that he that believes in the Teſtaments 
muſt alſo believe in it; therefore read the following Pages 
and as you read, believe, 
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Et 1 have been more full in my Viſion, in this ſmall tract, 


than I have in my pamphlet, entitled The Mountain En- 


Fraved, which is mentioned in the following pages, But 1 


have not been more full in this ſmall tract, merely to en- 
hance the belief of the reader, but that I thought it a duty 


incumbent on me to lay down every circumſtance : he that 
hath a wiſh to ſee the Chriſtian nations at peace and con- 


cord, and he that loves the Lord his God, cannot poſſibly be 


offended in me. 


If the Prophets whom you believe in, or, at leaſt pretend 
to believe in, had not confirmed my glorious Viſion, then 
might mankind have had ſome excuſe in treating my morn- 
ing Viſion as common and ſatanical. But. ſince my Sabbath 
Viſion is confirmed by ſix or ſeven: Prophets, what excuſe 


can the world have in treating this Viſion, this proviſion, 
this wiſdom of God, as common and ſatanical. Nay, I 
might quote all the Prophets and the Apoſtles in my favour, 


but have only quoted thoſe that are too manifeſt to be de- 
pied, ſuch as Ifaiah, Zechariah, Habakkuk, St. Paul, St. 
Jude, and the Revelations. And as the wiſe and provident 
God has thus confirmed my viſion, by his choſen ſervants, 


and cloſed it in on every fide (as it were) on purpoſe to ih 


bring peace and quietneſs on earth, the effects of which will 


be aſſurance; to all of everlaſting reſt. I ſay, as this is the 


true ſtate of the caſe, will it not be madneſs to reject my 


Viſion as common and ſatanical; nay, I appeal to your 


learning, to your wiſdom, and to your gratitude. I have 


read comments by different men, on the ſeeming difficult 
paſſages of Scripture, and have proved them, and have found 
them to be. falſe, though they might be well intended; and 
ſeeing ſuch a torrent of worldly. wiſdom againſt me, I have 


left many paſſages that I might have quoted in my favour, 


and have only quoted thoſe (as I ſaid * that are tos 
notorious to be denied.

Ath chapter and 1 5th verſe, it is written, ( I confidered all 


< the living, which walk under the ſun, with the ſfeeond

am the child that is here predicted, and ſtand up in the ſtead 
of the redeeming God, who was nailed to the crofs, even 
inſtead of Chriſt Jeſus, the Lord of Heaven, and for 
this cauſe I was born, and for this cauſe I was caught up 
to God and to his throne. See Revelations xii. 5. on this 
head, and read my Viſion and believe. If it is poſſible fos 
the Devil (or Satan) to ſhew a man a Viſion, that ſhall 


fulfil a dozen noted verſes in the Goſpels, then men may 


indeed ſay, that Satan rules the world in ſtate. But if it is 


not poſhble, then men may be well. aſſured, that Jehovah 
rules the world in ſtate; and that he, and he alone, cauſed 
the Goſpels to be written.

ſevered in doing the will of their Maſter, and triumphed

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' o'clock, one Saturday evening; and I had the moſt com- 
fortable fleep I ever remembered having, till near eight 
_ o'clock the following Sabbath morning; when the Eternal 


Father viſited me, with all his moſt holy, and moſt mighty 


| angels, which were in flamin fire; even that Ancient of 
Days mentioned in the prophet Daniel, chap. vii. ver. 13. 


For he ſeemed to me that he was himfelf Eternity, and that 
he came from Eternity, and could be none other but that 
God who hath ſaid, He will reign for ever and ever; even 


the Ged'And Father of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, who is God of 


all, bteff=4 for ever, to whom be power, h6nour,; and glory, 
for ever and ever, Amen and Amen. For this was the ſpirit 
that dwelt in Chriſt, the veil, and who purchaſed me by 
the blood of that body of that veil, and I moſt humbly hope 
he will give me the honour, to praiſe, glorify, and magnify, 
his mot glorious fufferings to a never-ending eternity. 

God ſeemed to me as if he came down from the very 
heaven of heavens, and that he came with great power and 


great glory, for the very heavens ſeemed to bow and rend 


before him, like the ſudden ruſhing and rending of a mighty.

It now ſeemed to me as if the awful ſpirit of my God had 
left me, for I began to feel myſelf a ſubſtance, and in bed, 


and it now alſo ſeemed to me, as if I had been a long journey, 

in heaven; theſe were my thoughts when I ſeemed to be freed 
from the boſom and majeſty of my dread God; and I alfa.

Filled with-awful and fearful joy, and J was, as it were; ſens 
fibly awake when the laſt word was rung out, and I heard 
the laſt word tingle like muſic in mine ear, which forcibly 
awoke me; ahi ! found myſelf ſo full of love and J 
thought J could have continued ſo for ever and ever: a 
ſhould it ever be my lot to arrive in the bleſſed country above 
deſcribed (and which was purchaſed by the Lord and Saviour 
Jefus Chriſt) I ſhall not poſſibly be filled with more joy 
than I was this moſt glorious Sabbath morn; in ſhort, I was 
ſo happy and ſo full of joy, that I did not like to diſturb my- 
ſelf; but after laying about a quarter of an hour, I got up 
and prepared myſelf for church * with abundance of joy.

me, and wrought a work in my heart.“ In the very ſame 


glorious manner Chriſt will deſcend at the laſt day viſibly 


to all, and all who truſt in his name, and do his commands, 


will be caught up in his preſence, and will dwell with him . 
for ever, even for ever andever. And thus, agreeable to the 


ſecond chapter of the Revelations of St. John the Divine, and 
the 28th verſe, Chriſt, my Lord and my God, gave me the 
morning ſtar, that with it I ſhould ſmite at the wicked in- 
ventions of the nations, and reduce them to order and reli- 
gion. If the doctrine of morals is to be ſet up in the room of 
religion, then Chriſt bled in vain. Notwithſtanding it is fit 
that a man ſhould be courteous to his fellow man, becauſe of 
the ſeal whereby he is ſealed, and becauſe we know not who 
is ſealed. Our converſe alſo ſhould be ſincere with each 
each other; for if a man cannot learn to be ſincere with his 

fellow man, he never will learn to be ſincere in prayer to 
God; and alſo to curſe or damn a man that is ſealed with the 
ſeal of charity, is curſing Iſrael ; and let ſuch a one take heed 
he gets not curſed by his dread God. Remember this, ye 
curſers of each other, ye blaſphemers of the ſeal by which ye 
are ſealed, and the name by which ye are named, ye uncir- 
cumciſed in heart, ye heathen of the heathens, and you alſo 
that are toa well bred to have religion in your thoughts, 
think on the following words of the holy ſpirit of God, by 
the mouth of David the Prophet“ The wicked ſhall be 


* In the preſence of all the holy angels of God Chriſt wrought the 
kingdom of heaven in mine heart, and the Lamb is the light thereof. 
Wholoever (ſays Jeſus Chriſt) ſhall not receive the kingdom of heaven 
as a little child, he ſhall not enter therein. On this account Iſaiah very 
properly calls me the little child that ſhould lead the nations. See 
Haiah xi. 6. But who is he that can lead incredulity ! However, it is 
fit you let the fate of Jeruſalem come into your minds, and that you re, 
member her dreadful cataſtrophe, which, whoſoever reads Joſephus's 
account of, it is enough to make his ears tingle, without he is a being 
whoſe heart is impenetrable. Chriſt came to his own, and his own (in- 
ſtead of receiving him) murdered him; and from ſuch their ingratitude 
aroſe Jeruſalem's de{truction, and her dreadful calamities ; and her chil. 
dren's miſery at this preſent day being living examples, a by-word and a 

roverb among all nations. Therefore be wiſe, ye rulers and judges of 
ritain, and think not that God will give up the cauſe of the poor, for 
their cries have entered into his ears, and he is the Lord of Sabaoth; nor 
think that he will give up the earth, which he made and firmly eſtabliſh.

This Viſion which I have revealed ſo plain and clear, and

rod of vengeance, that will make her repent her bold teme- 
rity : ſacrilege and oppreſſion is her badge, for ſhe holdeth it 
Jawful to trade in blood, and to buy and ſell the word that 
was bought with a price, God nailed to a tree. I ſpeak in 
righteouſneſs, and was born to fave, 4 
As the Biſhop of Canterbury would not pay the ſmalleſt 
attention to my letter which I ſent him, I found myſelf un- 
der the neceſhty to print the Mountain "Engraved, and as ſoon 
as it was printed, I ſent to each Biſhop one or two of my 
pamphlets ; but to the Archbiſhop of Canterbury I ſent none, 
becauſe he was ſilent to my letter, as is alſo the reſt of the 
Biſhops to my pamphlets. Why will ye, ye Biſhops, op- 
poſe the will of your dread God! As I ſaid I came in the 
name of God, it was your duty to approve me, if you found 
me true, and if falſe, it was your duty to condemn me. But 
many there are that preach without belief, And if the Biſhops: 
had believed in the everlaſting Goſpels, they ſhould alſo have 
believed in me; for in the Goſpels I am plain enough ſpoke 
of, There is not a crime (except the great offence) which 
enwraps mortals ſo full of guilt, as that of treating with ſi- 
lence and contempt the ſervants which God ſends: for this 
very reaſon Chriſt pronounced a ſevere judgement on ſuch, 
and declared it would he better for Sodom and Gomorrah a 
the day of judgement than for ſuch a people. 75 
There is no one religious ſe on earth but what are faulty, 
and want renewing; and the time is alſo come that nation 
ſhould not lift up ſword againſt nation, or learn war an 


more. Agreeable to the promiſes of God to all his holy ſer- 


vants the prophets, that thoſe who truſted in his name ſhould be 
delivered from their enemies, and ſerve their God without fear, 
God's mercies and judgements muſt take place on the earth,

and oppreſſion muſt hide her baleful head; men muſt no lonyes 
trade for ſlaves and fouls of men, but all forts of men muſt 
be taught to worſhip God. For however black a man ma 
be, Chriſt can baptize him with fire, and place him in heaven 
among the foremoſt. The earth muſt be filled with the 
knowledge of the glory of the Lord, as the waters cover the 
| fea. Some men may think this impoſſible z but how long is 
= at fince Britain emerged out of ignorance, and moſt idle and 
{1 barbarous ſuperſtition? And in as little time, as many mil“

lions in Afia and Africa as there are now in the Chriftian na- 
tions, might be enlightened and taught the good of a Saviour. 
All mundane affairs muſt have time to render them com- 
plete, and ſuch a mighty work cannot be done in a day; but 
a leader raiſed up by God, and true to the truſt which his 
God has repoſed in him, and at the fame time the united voice 
of all the Chriſtian nations, with the bleſſings of our com- z 
mon Redeemer, this work might ſoon be accompliſhed, or, | 
at leaſt, fooner than diſhelievers have conceived. But the 
Chriſtian nations muſt firſt be reduced to order and peace; 
and this cannot poſſibly be done without one choſen leader 
and ſuch a one muſt be choſen by God, or ſuch a glorious 
work begun would ſoon be prevented by anarchy. But if the 
Britons will madly oppoſe the will of God, and tempt him to f 
vengeance, it is their own ſeeking. The kingdom of heaven 
has been given to this nation, becauſe they have not, like the 
Roman Catholic countries, worſhipped idle idols of gold, 
filver, braſs, ſtone, and wood, which neither can -fee nor 
hear, nor walk. It is time they gave their idle idols to the 
moles and to the bats, and fo fulfil a prophecy, * The Ro- 
man Catholics have pleaſant pictures of Chriſt and the Virgin, 
and they in fact worſhip them, which is an abomination to 
God. The hoſt alſo, which they adore, muſt be trodden un- 
der foot, and their ſanctuaries muſt he cleanſed from ſuch 
idle idols, which has made many ſtumble and fall; but the 
inventors of theſe abominations will have their due reward. 
In the 8th chapter of the Prophet Daniel, and the latter part 
of the 13th verſe, you will find this very popiſh hoſt and 
ſanctuary fpoke of in theſe words“ To give both the fanc- 
„ tuary and hoſt to be trodden under foot.” ER 
Moſt people pray and fay, © thy kingdom come,” which 
has a twofold meaning; for we not only pray that the king- 
dom of God may come in our hearts, but we alſo pray that 
God would haſten and eſtabliſh his peaceable kingdom on 
earth, ſo that the kingdoms of this world might become the 
kingdoms of our Lord and of his Chriſt; and that is, that 
See Tfaiah ii. 2. 3 
+ Chriſt 
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Thrift would reign over them, and unite the whole in one 
agreeing voice of praiſe and thankſgiving to the eternal and 
common Father. of all, ſo that all things on earth might be 
put under the feet of Chriſt, according to his own eternal 
word, that every knee in heaven and earth ſhould bow to 

him: but at preſent it is not ſo; for ſee the differing Jarring 
nations, continually at war with each other; kings an 
princes ſpending millions in fruitleſs wars: and ſee alfo the 
differing jarring ſects of religion that there are in the world, 
calling each other blaſphemers, condemning and judging each 
other, and, at the ſame time, not one ſect out of ſo many 
but what is faulty; however, ſome more ſo than others, even 
to the denying the Lord God that bought them, and calling 
him a liar _ blaſphemer, and fo fulfilling the words of the 
Apoſtles of Chriſt. TOs 5 

And ſome there are that pretend to be creators and re- 
newers of God's moſt holy ſpirit. Chriſt has ſaid, that no 

\ man can come to the Father but through him. How can mem 

dare to aſſume an office that belongs to God alone? You have 

| indeed got your daily bread by the Goſpel of Chriſt, and have 
bid high for the loaves and fiſhes; and if you do not repent, 

you have had your full conſolation. > 

4 There is indeed more truth in the prayers of the eſtabliſhed 

Church of Britain, and they are more conformable to the 
Goſpel of Chriſt, than are the prayers of any other Church 
i whatever; and the ſons of the eſtabliſhed Church of Britain 
have fought the kingdom of heaven, and it is given them, 
and they ſhould be thankful and receive it with abundance of 
Joy. The following is the prayer of the eſtabliſhed Church 
of Britain, and her every prayer is anſwered, if the ſons of 
Britain's Church will accept the anſwer: O God, make 
& ſpecd to ſave us! O Lord, make haſte to help us, and give 
c us peace in our time, O Lord, becauſe there is none other 
& that fighteth for us, but only thou, O God! We finners 
c do beſeech thee to hear us, O Lord God! and that it ma 
cc pleaſe thee to rule and govern thy holy church univerſa 
& in the right way, and that it may alſo pleaſe thee to bring, 
cin the way of truth all ſuch as have erred and are deceived.” 
And again we pray, and ſay, „O Lord, ariſe and help us 
and deliver us for thy name ſake, and for thine honour f 
c and from our enemies defend us, O Lord Chriſt Y? All 
theſe prayers we conclude with begging of the Lamb of God 
to hear us and to have mercy on us. And as the Lamb of 
God has let fall, agreeable to your.requeſts, a crumb from his 
moſt holy table, to be ſhared among you, ſhould you, or 
fHhould you not, accept the crumb? Nay, look back to your” 
3 | | prayers 
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prayers and weigh them like men. But it may be that you 
are offended in the manner your God has thought proper to 
- viſit you, or it may be that you have been mocking, and 
praying for thoſe things you did not want, nor had a wiſh 
ſhould take place. That this is the caſe with many, I am 
well convinced, for thoſe who trade'in blood have prayed - 
againſt their worldly intereſt, and it is the caſe with many 
others, too tedious to mention in this ſhort tract. Thus do 
men condemn themſelves with their own words, as if they 
did not know their right hand from their left. However, 
though men are not ſincere in their prayers and in their re- 
queſts to God, yet the Almighty is fincere and faithful to- 
men. You have all prayed for me, and do pray for me, and 
now I am ſent and am come, rich with grace and mercy * 
from the tender Father of mercies. J am treated with ſilent 
contumely; but it makes good the words of Chriſt, who 
faid, << del when the Son of Man cometh, ſhall he 
& find faith on earth 3” and that is, when Chriſt is revealed, : 
Mall any believe in the words of the revealer? | 
Chriſt purchaſed the peace and crown of the earth by his 
ſufferings, though in fact it was his before ſuch a purchaſe ; 
but as he might gain the love and goodwill of men, and, in 1 
fulneſs of time, reſtore peace to the earth, Chriſt, in his love a 
and in his mercy to his fallen creatures, ſubmitted to the 
death of the croſs. Then as Chriſt has thus purchaſed the 
peace and crown of the earth of his cternal Father, has riot ( 
Chrift a prior right to give that crown and that authority to 
reſtore peace on earth to whom he pleaſes ? Chriſt my God 
has given that crown and that authority to me his choſen 
child of grace and mercy. And ſhould not that man be blot- 
ted, for ever blotted out of the book of life, who would by 
any means: endeavour to prevent the kingdom, peace, and 
glory of the Church of Chriſt on earth? and is it not the 
duty of every man to ſupport him whom God has thus cho- 
ſen and elected. I appeal to the knowledge you have of the 
Goſpels.
